WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
Senate investigators handling the 
five percenter inquiry questioned 
John Maragon, former Kansas 
City bootblack, again today. 

It was the third straight day 
that the smiling Maragon, who is 


described as a friend of Maj. Gen. 


Harry Vaughan, White House mili- 
tary aide and a St. Louisan, had 
been behind closed doors with the 
Senate investigators. Maragon is 
gaid to have had an entry into the 
White House. 

They said they had started look- 
ing into a report that Maragon 
figured in a customs duty incident 
in 1946, but Maragon told a re- 
porter there was “nothing to the 


story.“ 
Leads to Inquiry. 

Earlier it had been revealed 
that the trail had led to Maragon 
in the five percenter inquiry be- 
cause of an entry in a secret diary 
now in the Senate subcommittee’s 
hands. 

The report on the customs duty 
incident, it was learned, was laid 
before the Senate’s Special In- 
vestigations subcommittee yester- 
day by the New York Herald 
‘Tribune. 

Subcommittee sources said the 
group is checking into the mat- 
ter. They would not say whether 
Maragon was being questioned 
about it yet. 

The Herald Tribune said today 
that the subcommittee is looking 
into a report that Maragon “tried 
and failed to avoid paying cus- 
toms duty on a valuable bottle 
of perfume essence in 1946 by pre- 
tending that the bottle contained 
champagne intended as a gift for 
the White House.” 

. $1600 Duty Reported Paid. 

The paper said that “according 
to the report, the bottle contained 
perfume oils valued at $8000, and 
Mr. Maragon, after alert customs 
guards discovered the essence 

ueradirg as champagne, paid 
$1600 duty on it.”

CASES; TOTAL FOR 
YEAR RISES 10113 


Five Deaths Reported So 
Far — 69 Patients in 
Corresponding Period 
of 1946. 


Four new cases of poliomyelitis 
were reported in the city and St. 
Louis county today, 1 aa 
year’s total to date to 113. ere 
have been five deaths. 

The new city patients, all ad- 
mitted to St. Anthony’s Hospital, 
were a 2-year-old 1 liv at 
1436A Madison street; a boy, 6, of 
5960 Wabada avenue, and a boy, 
10, of 1418 Blackstone avenue. 

In the county, the new patient 
was a 3-year-old Affton girl, taken 
to City Hospital. 

The totals now stand at 89 cases 
for the city and 24 for the county. 
In a corresponding period in 1946, 
previous peak year for the disease, 
there were 69 cases reported in 
this area. Last year the total 
was only six at this time. 

Two additional outstate patients 
—one from Fredericktown and the 
other from Desloge—were admit- 
ted to St. Louis hospitals yester- 
day, bringing the total in this cate- 
gory to 102. 

St. Mary's Hospital, East St. 
Louis, reported the admittance of 
five new poliomyelitis patients. 
They are: Milton Vickers, 11, 
Rockwood, III.; Steve Cuvar, 3, 
Granite City; Mrs. Earl Butter- 
field, 24, Anna, III.; William Stout, 
6, Parkersburg, III., and Peggy 
Quinn, 2, Centralia. 

The number of infantile paraly- 
sis cases continue to mount in 
other states besides Missouri. 
Latest totals reported include: IIIi- 
nois, 327 cases, 22 deaths; Arkan- 
sas, 473 cases, 27 deaths; Indiana, 
221 cases, 25 deaths, and New 
York, 470 cases. 

In New York city alone, there 
have 341 cases and 21 deaths. 

All public gatherings havé been 
barred in Muncie, Ind., because of 
the outbreak. 

Dr. Harry S. Mustard, New York 
City health commissioner, advised 
parents “to give close attention to 
the personal hygiene of every 
child.” He recommended 
at least once daily and keeping 
hands clean.

Downpour Delays Start 
Hour and Half — 
Drenched Spectators 
Rewarded With 
Thriller.

Neither rain, nor wind, nor dust, 
nor lightning, nor the passage of 
time could stand in the way of the 


30,640 baseball fans who swarmed 
into Sportsman’s Park last night. 
They came to see the St. Louis 
Cardinals and the Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers battle for first place, and a 
tense, spine-tingling battle is what 
they saw, even if it did end in a 
3-3 tie at eight minutes after 1 
o’clock this morning. 

Thousands of fans waited for 
hours to see the game, but the 
thriller they witnessed made it 
worth while. The obstacles mere- 
ly whetted interest and made the 
spectators all the more eager. 

First there was the long period 
of waiting for tickets in à broiling 
sun, Then. there was the scramble. 
for unreserved seats when the 
gates opened at 5 p.m. Then came 


by a downpour just five minutes 
before the game was to start. 
Many Spectators Drenched. 

Many. of the spectators were 
drenched. Seat cushions were 
used for umbrellas, and when the 
cushions were sold out some fans 
bought newspapers and even score 
cards to spread over wet seats. 
There was one good thing about 
the rain—it sent the mercury tum- 
bling from a sultry 90 degrees 
a cool 74 in a few minutes. 

There were cheers when the 
ground crew began to remove the 
tarpaulin covering the infield. It 
Was announced over the loud- 
speakers that the game would be 
played this afternoon if weather 
prevented it from continuing. 
Some spectators, misunderstand- 
ing the announcement, began to 
leave the park, but they were re- 
admitted when they produced their 
stubs. 

The Cardinals took the field to 
a roar of applause, and the game 
finally got under way after a de- 
lay of one hour and 28 minutes. 
Lightning flickered as the first 
putout was made, and it began to 
rain again when the second 
Dodger came to bat, but the game 
continued, and after a few half- 
heartéd attempts the rain gave up. 

Crowd Tense and Eager. 

Tense anid eager for action after 
the prolonged waiting, the crowd 
was roaring from the start. There 
was a burst of applause when 
Chuck 3 sprinted in center- 
field to catch Cox’s hard drive, 
and another roar when Slaughter 
bagged Furillo’s smash to end the 
first inning.

FORT DIX, N. J., July 30 (AP)

The Italian Senate approved 
ratification of the North Atlantic 
Treaty last night, 175 to 81, and 
by a show of hands, authorized 
the government specifically to 


ratify the alliance with the West- 


ern powers. The Chamber of 
Deputies had already approved. 


The pact, previously ratified by 
the United States, Britain, Canada, 
France, Belgium and Luxembourg, 
will go into formal effect as soon 
as The Netherlands completes ac- 
tion. Its Senate is expected to de- 
bate the issue next week. 


Italy, along with Norway, Portu- 
gal, Denmark and Iceland, is asso- 
ciated with, but not a founder- 
nation of, the pact. 

There were 87 members of the 
Senate absent as the vote on the 
historic alliance against aggression 
was taken, but the public galleries 
were filled despite the late hour. 

Vittorio Emmanuele Orlando, 
Italy’s World War I Premier, 
voted against the pact, as did 
former Premier Francesco Saverio 
Nittj. 

Under the pact, Italy, largely 
disarmed after its defeat in the 
last war, hopes for modern wea- 
pens. However, Premier Alcide 
de Gasperi emphasized that. Italy 
seeks only better, modern equip- 
ment, not arms or armed forces 
exceeding tHe limit of its peace 
treaty.

Gifts Will Enable Him to 
Bring Fiancee to U. S. 
From Germany. 


FRESNO, Calif., July 30 (UP)— 
Ex-Sgt. Charles Eller, who offered 
“either of my two blue eyes” to 
bring his German sweetheart to 
California, said today “I had al- 
most forgotten there were so many 
wonderful people in the world.” 

Members of American Legion 
Post No. 4 in Fresno furnished 
the former G.I. with $500 for a re- 
fundable bond required by immi- 
gration authorities, before pretty 
Ly Elyse Beckmann, 24 years old, 
of Ober Ramstadt, Germany, may 
join Eller here. 

Another $100 was contributed to 
a “Charles Eller Fund” by 27 
individuals who read. newspaper 
reports describing the plight of 
the jobless Eller. Eller was dis- 
charged last month from the Vet- 
erans’ Hospital at Livermore, 
Calif., after contracting pneumonia 
and tuberculosis while stationed in 
Germany. 

One pious woman contributor 
wrote: “You must have faith in 
God and all the goed people who 
want you to keep your eyes for 
the one you love.” She contributed 
$11—“a dollar for each of my sons 
who returned safely from the 
war.” 

Another donor, who said he 
“wasn’t permitted to bring my 
fiancee from Europe,” gave $10 
“so Eller could have the break I 
never got.” 


SHIP RUN DOWN BY FREIGHTER 
IN FOG; 6 ABOARD ESCAPE 


CANSO, N.., July 30 (AP) — 
The 126-ton motor vessel Laver- 
niere was run down in dense fog 
yesterday by the 5600-ton Amer- 
ican freighter Colabee, nine miles 
south of this eastern Nova Scotia 
port. 

The six-man crew escaped in a 
lifeboat and was brought to Canso 
by the Yarmouth (N.S.) sword- 
fisher Edward L. The Laverniere 
was sunk as a menace to naviga- 
tion and slid beneath the Atlantic 
half. an hour after the collision. 

Capt. ‘George Lake, skipper of 
the motor vessel, said: 

“We didn’t have a chance. We 
were sounding our siren regularly 
but we heard only two blasts from 
another ship nearby. We didn’t 
see the freighter until she was 
about 100 yards off starboard. We 
swung around to try to avoid the 
collision but it was too late.”

FIRST SUGAR LEAVES HAWAII 
SINCE DOCK STRIKE BEGAN 


HONOLULU, T.H., July 30 (UP) 
-The Isthmian freighter Steel 
Flyer sailed for Panama last night 
with the first cargo of sugar to 
leave the Hawaiian islands since 
the CIO Longshore strike started 
91 days ago. 

The fact that the vessel headed 
for Panama indicated the sugar 
would be unloaded at a Gulf Coast 
or Atlantic Coast port, thereby 
avoiding a Pacific Coast boycott 
against Hawaiian cargoes declared 
by the CIO International Long- 
shoremen and Warehousemen’s 
Union. 

Virtually all shipping except 
emergency relief cargoes has been 
paralyzed since the ILWU went on 
strike May 1 to support union de- 
mands for higher wages. The 
Steel. Flyer, however, was loaded 
by a new company, Hawaii Steve- 
dores, Ltd., which was formed 
since the strike started.

Israel officials had no explana- 
tion for the blasts. Some sources 
said they believed a fire on the 
Arab side of the boundary line ex- 
ploded land mines. . 
Mount Zion is the site of an

4 U.S, SUBMARINES IN IRELAND 
TO JOIN BRITISH EXERCISES 


LONDONDERRY, Northern Ire- 
land, July 30 (AP)—Four Ameri- 
can submarines arrived here last 
night after an il-day trip from 
New London, Conn. They: will 
take part in forthcoming anti-sub- 
marine exercises with the Royal 
Navy and Air Force. 

They are the Toro, Tusk, Co- 
chino and Corsair. The Tusk and 
the Cochino are equipped with 
“snorkels,” developed by the Ger- 
mans to enable submarines to stay 
under water long periods of time.

CLERKS FOR ECONOMY 


to Stay Within Budget, 
Chairman Says. 


Dismissal notices were sent to- 
day to 27 clerks employed by the 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
which ordered the discharges yes- 
terday as an economy move. 


Paul C. Calcaterra, chairman of 
the board, said that of those dis- 
charged, 15 were Republicans and 
12 were Democrats. Of the Re- 
publicans, 12 were regular em- 
ployes and three temporary. The 
Democrats selected for dismissal 
included four regular employes 
and eight in the extra classifica- 
tion. 

Calcaterra said the board did 
not discuss any changes in the 
positions of chief clerk or assist- 
ant chief clerk, posts now held by 
Arthur M. Sullivan and John 
Kelly, respectively. 

The dismissals grew out of the 
need for, operating within the 
budget, Calcaterra said, adding 
that with no elections scheduled 
in the city until August, 1950, the 
board was not in need of the 73 
clerks now employed. Several 
more clerks may be dismissed 
later, to cut the staff to 44, he 
said. 

Employment of temporary clerks, 
who receive $7 a day, will termi- 
nate today, but regulars will -re- 
ceive two weeks’ notice.

BANK ROBBED FOURTH TIME 
IN THREE YEARS, YOUTH HELD 


PEMBROKE, N. C., July 30 
(AP)—Four times in the last three 
years the Scottish: Bank of Pem- 
broke has been robbed. Four 
times the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation has quickly followed 
through with arrests. 

The bank was robbed of $20,667 
in the fourth attempt July 21. The 
FBI reported last night that it 
has arrested three youths in con- 
nection with the crime. The 
money has not been recovered. * 

One of the three arrested last 
night was J. E. Blackwell, 19 years 
old, a former bank employe who 
told. officers after the holdup that 
the two robbers pulling the job 
had kidnaped him at pistol point. 

Charles . Brown, special agent 
in charge of the Charlotte FBI 
office, termed Blackwell’s story 
“.. phony.” He said Blackwell has 
admitted planning the holdup with 
two brothers, Pasquel Rice, about 
21, and Clifton Rice, 17. The Rice 
brothers, members of a farm fam- 
ily near Lumberton, were arrested 
last yesterday.

For Radio Editorials 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The article in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion by Edward J. Heffron on the 
subject of editorializing by radio sta- 
tions seems to me to be another indica- 
tion of the ill-feeling which exists be- 
tween the press and radio. 

This is hard to understand in view of 
the fact that many radio stations are 
owned by newspapers. In St. Louis, 
there is, of course, KSD, the Post- 
Dispatch’s own illustrious station, and 
KXOK, the Star-Times station. Perhaps 
St. Louis is the exception, but that’s two 
out of the 10 stations listed in the paper, 
which makes 20 per cent of the radio 
stations here owned by the press. 

Yet, not long ago, if my memory is 
correct, the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee banned radio correspon- 
dents from its hearings while continuing 
to allow newspaper men to attend. Ed- 
ward R Murrow, C.B.S. news commen- 
tator, said at the time that he wondered 
if the press would defend the rights of 
radio news gatherers as vigorously as it 
defends its freedom of the press. 

Mr. Heffron’s statement that the num- 
ber of possible newspapers in any com- 
munity is unlimited may be a good 
theory but in actual practice the num- 
ber of newspapers is going to be deter- 
mined by the population or the number 
of purchasers of newspapers, which 
means that the smaller a community 
the fewer newspapers it can support. 
(Mr, Heffron made the same practical 
qualification, and it was one of the 
things lost in the condensation of his 
article to go in the space.—Editor’s note.) 

The statement that in more than half 
the towns enjoying radio facilities, all 
facilities are under one ownership, 
strikes me as strange, indeed. Could it 
be that these towns which Mr. Heffron 
speaks of are so small that competitive 
ownership would be impracticable, if not 
impossible? Are there no towns such 
as these whose newspaper facilities are 
under one ownership?

Applicants for licenses are judged on 
their ability to operate a station in the 
public interest and not on their beliefs 
on whether or not we should lend Af- 
ghanistan $1,600,000. If an applicant 
were rejected, it would be fair to as- 
sume it was because he was found un-

The timid way in which electric power needs 
ofthe Missouri Valley have been planned for by 
private utilities, and by the Army Engineers- 


Reclamation Bureau combination as well, is evi- 


valley alone, 1,000,000 kilowatts of new capacity 
will be required by 1960 and another 1,750,000 
by 1970, the FPC estimates. These figures are 
in addition to the 500,000 kilowatts of new in- 
stallation which private utilities expect to havé 
ready by 1951. They do not include the needs 
of the portions of the Missouri Valley that lie in 


Nebraska, Montana, the Dakotas and Colorado. 


With these enormous estimated needs, con- 
trast the pessimistic proposals of the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau, in their 
original Pick-Sloan “plan,” to install 250,000 
kilowatts immediately and 1,000,000 eventually 
—to power the entire valley. 

Contrast, too, the recent statement by the 


president of the Cleveland Electric Illuminating 


Co., Elmer J. Lindseth, in a speech to the Na- 
tional Association of Electric Companies: 

“Any claim by proponents of public power 
that the Federal Government must extend its 
operations in the electric business—because of 
the inability or unwillingness of our companies 
to supply service—is without foundation.” 

There are always at least two ways of looking 
at plans for electric power expansion. One is 
concerned primarily with protecting the income 
from existing power plants in case demand 
doesn’t do so well. It should not be surpris- 
ing if this view is taken by privately-owned 
utilities. The other way is to take a hopeful 
and aggressive view and to do everything pos- 
sible to keep demand healthy and growing by 
supplying a maximum of electric power at the 
lowest practicable prices. 

If the latter courageous course had not been 
taken by the Tennessee Valley Authority, the 
nation would have been woefully shorter of 
power for war production in the late conflict 


than it was—and would have been longer catch- 


ing up. After the war, moreover, it would have 
been impossible for the use of electricity in 
homes and on farms to double in the Tennessee 
Valley, as it has done. 

The vast exparsion in power consumption. 
which the FPC foresees should serve as an ad- 
monition to the Missouri Valley not to allow any 
lack of a fighting faith in its future to deter it 
from what it may become. When those millions 
of kilowatts are needed to keep this region 
producing and prosperous to the limit of its 
ability, may the busy turbimes of hydro and 
steam plants be faithfully producing them.

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Dr. McCaffery’s Opportunity 

Dr. James J. McCaffery, dentist who has been 
appointed by Mayor Darst to fill a vacancy in 
the St. Louis School Board, indicates he has 
“some definite ideas“ for improvement of the 
school system.

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To Break the Ring J Slums 


As a step toward bringing the benefits of the 
new federal housing law to St. Louis, the City 
Plan Commission has announced a tentative list 
of eight sites to be cleared and rebuilt. It is 
plain what the commission is driving at when 
they are plotted on a city map. 

The. city’s worst slums form a ring around 
the d wn district. Rebuilding on the pro- 
posed sites would break out much of this circle 
of depression and decay. 

The proposed projects are none too large to 
ward off the encroaching blight from surround- 
ing slums. The commission has undertaken to in- 
tegrate its plans into larger neighborhoods, how- 
ever, by linking several of the sites to existing 
public housing or to one another. Thus, a new 
public housing belt would stretch from Clinton- 
Peabody Terrace a few blocks west, then middle- 
rent private apartments would carry the im- 
provement the rest of the way to Jefferson ave- 
nue. Another tract of public housing would 
reach from Carr Square Village to Jefferson. 

The commission does not propose immediate 
redevelopment of the whole Market-to-Olive 
strip, the so-called “No. 1 Eyesore,” but it calls 
for small private projects at the east and west 
ends of the strip. The project at the downtown 
end, reaching from Olive to Chestnut between 
Fifteenth and Eighteenth, plainly anticipates 
the connection of Memorial and Aloe Plazas, 
which is a desirable public improvement in any 
event. The new apartments would then have at 
least one attractive and well-protected border. 

These sites now need a more detailed presen- 
tation and a hearing of pros and cons. Other 
sites also should be studied. A tentative plan is 
subject to amendment or repeal as more light 
is thrown on it, but the eight locations at least 
show fair promise at the outset. 
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Help for Rural ‘Illinois 


Twelve Illinois communities are expected, 
within the next two years, to take advantage of 
the state’s recently-enacted community hospital 
bill, which permits counties to join together, set 
up a hospital authority and build and operate 
hospitals. In addition, they will share in $3,000,- 
000 in state aid for their projects. 

This is a move in the right direction, espe- 
cially since 11 of the 12 communities lie in the 
state’s central ‘and southern areas, neither of 
which has nearly enough hospitals. Hospitals 
are expensive and, in the past, many a county 
could not bear the financial burden alone. By 
joining together and accepting state and federal 
aid, the counties can solve this problem. 

The sad shortage of hospital facilities in rural 
Illinois was made strikingly clear last spring in 
the fire at Effingham’s St. Anthony Hospital. 
Victims of that tragedy had to be moved for 
treatment as far away as Terre Haute or Granite 
City. Ambulances carrying the injured/literally 
covered the width of the state. The community 
hospital act provides a way to prevent a similar 
occurrence. 3

Old-age and survivors’ insurance is one gov- 
ernment service that people like so well that 
they want much more of it and seem ready to 
pay the cost of more. Yet the House Ways and 
Means Committee is just now beginning to act 
on a proposal to double the meager monthly 
benefits established in 1937 and to bring another 
12,000,000 persons under the social security 
system’s protection. And the outlook is that the 
Senate won’t act until next year. 

To call social insurance popular is to speak 
of widely based support as well as the weight 
of sheer numbers. Expansion in the number of 
“policyholders” and the size of annuities paid 
to them was a cardinal pledge in Mr. Truman’s 
victorious campaign last fall, but the Republi- 
can platform also called for expansion. 

Working people like it because it lightens the 
terror of destitute old age in an industrial so- 
ciety that too often has no employment for the 
elderly citizen or his widow. But employers, who 
share the cost equally with employes, have 
largely come to favor social security, too. It 
was not very surprising, therefore, that a com- 
mittee of the Republican Eightieth Congress 
appointed a citizens’ commission to recommend 
changes in the law, and that the commission 
went even further than the pending House bill 
in favor of stepping up the range of nee se- 
curity protection. 

Thoughtful people, whatever their walk of 
life, have come to count on the constant flow 
of social insurance benefits as a mighty weapon 
to stabilize the country against another tragic 
depression. Even the life insurance people, who 
first feared social security as a competitor, are 
today some of its stoutest champions. 

To sum it up, Congress does not often have 
so popular a mandate to do a thing and do it 


promptly.

Polio Questions and Answers 


Compiled by the New York City Health Department 


What is the incubation period? This has 
not been definitely established. The period 
usually given is seven to 14 days. It may 
be as short as three days and as long as 
35. 

What is the period of isolation of a case? 
Since the exact method of transmission of 
the disease is not known, since many more 
carriers than cases occur in a community, 
and since there is no easy way of culturing 
an individual to determine whether he is 
still excreting virus, the Board of Health 
has adopted a resolution making the acute 
stage of the disease rather than an arbi- 
trary number of days as the isolation peri- 
od. 

What restrictions are imposed on con- 
tacts? None. Wherever poliomyelitis oc- 
curs, the incidence of carriers is very high. 
It does not appear reasonable to restrict 


the movements of members of the family 


who may or may not be carriers and to al- 
low other carriers in the community to 
mingle freely. 

How is poliomyelitis spread? In the pres- 
ent state of our knowledge this cannot be 
answered. There are three theories: (1) 
That it is spread by contact through dis- 
charges from the oropharynx, (2) that it 
is spread by fecal discharges, (3) that it 
is spread by flies. Epidemiologic evidence 
suggests that close contact is the most im- 
portant factor, and that flies play an in- 
significant role. 

How long does virus remain in the liens 
body? Virus has been recovered from the 
oropharynx for only a few days after onset 
Virus has been obtained from 
the feces as early as two weeks before 
onset of illness and as long as several 
weeks, and occasionally months, after. 


Should the discharge from cases of polio- 
myelitis be disinfected? The discharges 
from the nose and throat should be treat- 
ed as in acute respiratory infections. Stools 
may be passed into sewer-connected toilets. 
Bedpans should be sterilized after use. 


Should children be kept out of schools, 
nurseries, etc., during the poliomyelitis sea- 
son? There is no good epidemiologic rea- 
son for*keeping children out of schools. Ex- 
perience does not indicate that the closing 
of schools causes an epidemic to abate, 
nor does it indicate that opening of schools 
during an epidemic causes an increase in 
cases. 

Should children be permitted to go bath- 
ing? There is no good evidence that polio- 
myelitis is spread by water. The crowding 
of children should be discouraged, wheth- 
er in swimming pools, at parties, picnics, 


etc. There is no objection to swimming or 
bathing per se. 


Should children be permitted to travel 
during July and August when poliomyelitis 
is prevalent? ‘There is no objection to 
travel as such. It appears unwise to take 
children from a community relatively free 
of poliomyelitis to one where there is a 
high incidence of poliomyelitis. Long travel 
may cause physical exhaustion, which 
should be avoided. 


Should children be permitted to go to 
canrps in the summer? Yes. Outbreaks 
have occurred in camps. The occurrence 
of such outbreaks is not frequent enough 
to indicate that camps are a special haz- 
ard. 

Are there any specific measures to be 


taken in order to prevent poliomyelitis? 
No. General measures of hygiene and 


sanitation should be followed. 


Is there a relation between activity and 
the paralytic form of poliomyelitis? There 
is evidence to suggest that fatigue in the 
early stage of poliomyelitis may influence 
adversely the extent of paralysis. It is, 
therefore, wise to prevent children from 
becoming overfatigued during the polio- 
myelitis season. Parents should be cau- 
tioned, however, not to restrict their chil- 
dren’s ordinary activities. 

Is there an increased risk to pregnant 
women during the poliomyelitis season? 
Some authorities believe that pregnant 
women are more susceptible than non-preg- 
nant women. The difference is not great 
enough to discourage child-bearing in the 
summer months, Children born to women 
who have poliomyelitis during pregnancy 
or labor are normal. 

Is there a relationship between tonsillec- 
tomy and poliomyelitis? There is good evi- 
dence to indicate that the bulbar type of 
poliomyelitis is more common in persons 
who have recently had an operation in the 
head region (tonsillectomy, adenoidectomy, 
tooth extractions). It is advisable to-dis- 


courage elective operations of the nose, 


throat and mouth regions during periods 
of rising or high prevalence. 

Are there second attacks of poliomyelitis? 
They are extremely rare. For all practical 
purposes an attack of poliomyelitis confers 
a solid immunity. 

Is there any vaccine or serum which is 
effective for the disease? There is no vac- 
cine or serum which is effective for the 
prevention or treatment of the disease. 
However, investigations are being conduct- 
ed with vaccines, drugs, antibiotics, etc. It 
is too early to say whether the results will 
be of practical value.

A Novel of Wealth in Wales 


SOME TRUST IN CHARIOTS, by ees Jones, (William 
Sloane, New York, 381 pgs., $3.50 
From 1882 until the 1945 victory of the 
Labor Party in England is the scope of 
this novel about Wales and one of its larg- 
est families, the Tewdwrs. There are lit- 
erally scores of characters, but the three 
who emerge as the most important are 
Elizabeth Tewdwr, who traces her ances- 
try to the royal (Tudor) family; her son 
Rhys, a member of the Welsh Noncon- 
formist Church and a God-fearing man 
every day of his life; and his nephew

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MOSCOW LASHES BACK 
AT SLAVERY CHARGE 


Red Radio Accuses Britain 


and U.S. of Forced 
Labor Systems. 


LONDON, July 30 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio lashed back today 
at recent British comment on la- 
bor conditions in Russia with 
charges that “slave labor exists in 
Capitalist countries.” 

The British delegate to the 
United Nations Economic and So- 
cial Council made public July 22 
documents he claimed prove 
forced labor is an established 
legal policy of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. ! 

Britain officially expressed the 
belief about 10,000,000 Russians, or 
10 per cent of the country’s work- 
ing population, are in forced labor 
camps. 

The Economic and Social Coun- 
cil is investigating alleged Rus- 
sian slave labor under an Amer- 
ican motion of March 7 which 
calls for a U.N. commission to 
probe conditions inside Russia. 
The U.S. S. R. denounced the move 
as a British and American plot 
to get spies into her territory. 

Today’s Moscow broadcast de- 
clared that “the Soviet system 
corrects criminals, while the cap- 
italist penal system destroys them 
completely.” 

The broadcast accused the Brit- 
ish foreign office of “incredible 
distortions of the very nature and 
essence of the Soviet labor re- 
formative policy.” 

It said the Russian code, made 
public by the British, concerns a 
strictly limited category of law- 
breakers doing work intended to 
reform them and that they are 
well treated. The commentator 
said they work eight hours a day 
for good pay. 

“People who by their honest 
labor prove they have reformed 
are released before their sentence 
is up.” 

The broadcast suggested a 
“glance into British law, which 
officially recognizes the cat-o’- 
nine tails” and into American laws 
“which lay down that convicts 
should be made to do only hard 
labor.” 

“American laws permit the au- 
thorities to place convicts at the 
disposal of private employers, who 
use their unpaid labor to cut down 
wages, worsen the working condi- 
tions, and increase the army of 
the unemployed,” the broadcast

HEAT DEATH TOLL 
RISES TO 75 IN EAST, 
RELIEF IS ON WAY 


Closes in Many 
Cities as Témperatures 
Break Records. 


NEW YORK, July 30 (AP)— 
Cooling breezes fanned out over 
the heat-weary Midwest and head- 
ed into the sweltering eastern 
states today as the death toll from 
the oppressive weather mounted 
to more than 75. 

The death toll in the eastern 
states mounted as temperatures 
soared into the 90s and broke rec- 
ords for the date yesterday. There 
were scores of prostrations. Busi- 
ness establishments in many cities 
closed and sent employes home. 
In Washington 70,000 Government 
employes were sent home early 
because of the heat. 

Yesterday’s 96.2 reading in 
Washington equalled Tuesday’s 
mark—the high for the year and 
the fifth consecutive day the mer- 
cury climbed above 95 in the cur- 
rent two-week heat spell. Five 
deaths caused indirectly by the 
heat were reported yesterday and 
there were nine heat deaths 
Thursday. -At least 18 persons suf- 
fered prostrations. 

New York City had another siz- 
zler yesterday. The 97.8 reading 
was the hottest July 29 on rec- 
ord, and topped the previous high 
of 95.5 in 1892. It was the third 
consecutive day of above-90 read- 
ings. Five heat deaths have been 
reported in the last two days. 

The current 13-day hot spell in 
the Philadelphia area has indi- 
rectly caused the deaths of 37 per- 
sons, the highest total for any 
heat wave in 10 years.

INSTALLMENT PLAN 
CREDIT HITS. RECORD 


Exceeds 9 Billion in June— 
Total Consumer Credit Above 
16 Billion for Ist Time. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (APF) — 
The volume of installment plan 
credit rose above nine billion dol- 
lars in June for the first time in 


history. , 

The Federal Reserve Board re- 
ported this yesterday and also an- 
nounced total consumer credit— 
which includes such things as 
charge accounts in addition to in- 
stallment credit—went above 16 


billion dollars for the first time. 

Installment credit, in the face 
of control restrictions, rose 3 per 
cent or $243,000,000 in June to $9,- 
133,000,000, reflecting a gain of 
about one fifth in the last 12 
months. In the latter part of that 
period, however, the controls were 
eased considerably. The curbs 
went off entirely in July, just 
after the June record was set. 

The biggest increase in the time- 
buying sector was a $121,000,000 
upswing in installment credit for 
automobiles. 

The volume of installment debt 
outstanding for automobiles alone 
totaled $2,507,000,000 at the end of 
June, showing a $905,000,000 gain 
over the figure a year ago. 

Charge accounts rose $33,000,000 
during June in a 1 per cent gain 
for a month when ordinarily their 
volume changes very little. At the 
end of June, charge accounts to- 
taled $3,282,000,000 and were $70,- 
000,000 less than at the correspond- 
ing time in 1948. 

This downturn from last year 
was in contrast to the upturn in 
virtually all other classes of con- 
sumer credit.

ATTLEE CHARGES 
CHURCHILL WIT 
RESPONSIBLITY 


Prime Minister Accuses 
Him of Giving Britain 
Black Eye Abroad Out 
of ‘Party Spite.’ 


LONDON, July 30 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Attlee accused Winston 


Churchill today of giving Britain 
a black eye abroad out of irre- 
sponsibility and party spite.” 

Replying to Churchill’s Con- 
servative party policy speech at 
Wolverhampton a week ago, Att- 
lee said his abuse of the Labor 
Government “may be taken seri- 
ously in other countries,” where 
he is remembered mainly as war- 
time prime minister. 

“Any Government which does 
not contain him (Churchill) is al- 
Ways denounced as incompetent,” 
Attlee said. 

Churchill told a party rally at 
Wolverhampton that the Labor 
Government had led Britain into 
“imminent peril” of Communism 
and national bankruptcy. 

“I have never been slow to ac- 
knowledge his war service,” Attlee 
said in a speech in his own elec- 
tion district, “but during these last 
four years he has had a bad re- 
lapse into irresponsibility and 
party spite.” 

Attlee’s speech was his first 
purely political appearance in the 
campaign for the next general 
elections. sit 

He defended the .Government’s 
nationalization program which 
Churchill had denounced as 
“cramping and disastrous.” 

“How disgraceful it is,” de- 
clared Attlee, “to try and make 
people believe that all our diffi- 
culties are due to socialist mis- 
Management.” 0 

The Prime Minister said the 
published policy statement issued 
last week by the Conservative 
party made “utterly unsupported 
charges.” He added: “Having 
heard Mr. Churchill’s violent 
words about how this country 
had been brought to a low ebb 
in its fortunes and ruined by the 
Labor Governfnent, you would 
have expected the Tories to pro- 
Pose cutting down expenditures. 

“But on the contrary, on page 
after page of this document they 
demand increases. . .. There is 
a lot of talk about reducing ex- 
travagance but not a single prac- 
tical suggestion.” 

Attlee described the Tory policy 
statement as “elaborate window 
dressing.” 

“Against these promises we set 
the solid achievement of four 
years of labor government,” he 
said. “We do not tell you that 
the future is easy. On the con- 
trary, we have told you frankly 
that there are difficult times 
ahead. We shall need a continued 
effort to win through. 

“We cannot afford to have 
strikes which lose this country 
great sums of money. We must 
all take to heart the truth that 
general increases in wages with- 
out increases in production will 
merely lead to inflation and will 
not help the workers.”

CABINET PAY RISE 
OUT FOR Mein 
f HE TAKES POST 


Constitution Bars Receiv- 
ing Increase Voted. 
During His Term in 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP) 
—The Constitution apparently will 
bar Senator J. Howard McGrath 
(Dem.), Rhode Island, from get- 
ting a big pay rise if he accepts 
President Truman’s offer of the 
attorney generalship. 


A bill to increase cabinet mem- 
bers’ salaries from $15,000 to 
$25,000 a year has been passed by 
the House and is pending in the 
Senate 


So far as McGrath is concerned, 
there’s a constitutional catch. The 
Constitution says that “no Sen- 
ator or Representative shall, dur- 
ing the time for which he was 
elected, be appointed to any civil 
office under the authority of the 
United States which shall have 
been created or the emoluments 
whereof shall have been increased 
during such time.” 


Charles Watkins, Senate parlia- 
mentarian, said that under prev- 
ious precedents this section of 
the Constitution does not bar Me- 
Grath from taking the attorney 
generalship but may prevent him 
from taking the increased pay, if 
any increase is voted by Congress. 


Senate attaches recalled that a 
similar question came up when 
Senator Philander C. Knox (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, was named Secre- 
tary of State in 1909. Knox had 
voted for a Cabinet pay rise bill. 
At that time the Constitution was 
studied carefully and it was de- 
cided he could take the Cabinet 
portfolio, but could not receive the 
added pay. 

The recent appointment of Sen- 
ator Hatch (Dem.), New Mexico, 
to a federal judgeship was delayed 
until the expiration of his term 
because he had been in the Sen- 
ate when federal judges got an 
increase. 


Parliamentarian Watkins said 
the constitutional provision ap- 
plies to any pay rise voted dur- 
ing the term for which a Senator 
Was elected, and thus the restric- 
tion would remain even if the 
Senate did not vote on the salary 
bill until McGrath resigned his 
senatorship. He was elected for 
a term ending in 1952. 

The pay of a Senator is $12,500 
à year, plus $2500 tax free allow. 
ance and other extras. 

MeGrath, trying tq make up his 

mind on. accepting the Cabinet 
post, talked it over today with 
Rhode Island Democratic leaders, 
Top party men who were there, 
however, said that nothing would 
be announced after today’s confer- 
ence and that McGrath would save 
his decision for a report to the 
President. 
+ Observers said the succession to 
McGrath’s Senate seat could in- 
volve the governorship, since Gov. 
John Pastore is reported ready to 
run for the Senate if McGrath 
takes the post. 

Party leaders said they are bet- 
ting McGrath will take the Cabi- 
net post, but his own decision is 
not due until Monday in Washing- 
ton.
